Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama, 


In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute  requiring 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama  to 
make  reports  of  their  transactions  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  stated  periods,  the  undersigned,  a  committee  of  the 
Trustees,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  resume  of  the  acts  of  the  Trustees  and 
the  progress  of  the  University  during  the  two  years  ending 
June  15th,  1888. 

In  our  last  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  it  was  stated 
that  Gen.  H.  D.  Clayton  had  been  elected  President  of  the 
University  to  succeed  the  lamented  Lewis,  to  whose  mem- 
ory, virtues  and  services  we  then  sought  to  pay  fitting 
tribute.  Before  the  year  expired,  the  hand  that  penned 
these  graceful  and  feeling  lines,  was  cold  in  death.  On  the 
18th  day  of  December,  A.  D.,  1886,  the  Hon.  Enoch  Mor- 
gan, president  pro  tern,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  a  member  of  the  special  commit- 
tee to  prepare  and  present  the  reports  required  by  law  to 
the  General  Assembly  from  the  date  of  the  reorganization  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  member  of  the  Building  Committee 
from  its  inception  to  the  date  of  his  death,  and  one  of  the 
most  intelligent,  capable  and  useful  members  of  the  Board, 
passed  from  earth.  He  is  dead  ;  but  his  works  survive  and 
his  memory  will  be  cherished  as  a  precious  legacy  by  the 
Institution  he  loved  and  served  so  well. 

UNIVERSITY  WORK. 

General  Clayton  took  charge  soon  after  his  election  and 
for  the  two  years  under  review,  he  has  been  the  conscien- 
tious, energetic  and  progressive  president  of  the  University. 
When  he  assumed  the  duties  of  his  office  he  put   aside  all 


else,  giving  his  work  the  full  measure  of  his  mental  facul- 
ties, the  vigor  of  his  manhood  and  the  wealth  of  his  affec- 
tions. To  his  practical  suggestions  and  careful  supervis- 
ion many  of  the  improvements  hereinafter  noted  are  large- 
ly due. 

THE  "ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT," 

under  the  wise  direction  of  the  president  and  faculty,  has 
continued  to  prosper.  The  cadets  have  made  commendable 
progress  in  their  studies,  the  grade  of  scholarship  has  been 
advanced,  the  examinations  of  students  become  more 
thorough,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  to  continue 
this  advancement  as  the  improved  methods  and  more  intel- 
ligent and  faithful  instruction  in  the  Preparatory  Schools 
will,  from  time  to  time,  permit.  As  these  schools  are  being 
taught  in  increasing  numbers  by  graduates  of  the  Univer- 
sity, we  may  reasonably  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the 
number  of  well  prepared  students  will  largely  increase,  and 
the  grade  of  scholarship  of  the  University  may  be  still  fur- 
ther advanced. 

The  number  of  matriculates  in  the  University  was  two 
hundred  and  twelve  (212)  for  the  scholastic  year  of  1886-7, 
.and  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (238)  for  the  year  of 
1887-8.  Of  the  graduates  of  this  period  fifty-five  (55)  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  thirteen  (13)  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Engineers,  four  (4)  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Mining  Engineers,  three  (3)  the  degree  of  Mas- 
ter of  Civil  Engineering,  and  thirty- six  (36)  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  in  June,  1887, 
tuition  was  made  free  for  all  students  residing  in  Alabama, 
and  a  contingent  fee  of  five  dollars  per  annum  for  each  stu- 
dent was  substituted  therefor. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  period  under  review,  varied  and  valuable  im- 
provements have  been  made  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Building  Committee — the  more  important  of  which  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  special  notice. 

GARLAND   HALL. 

This  building  was  under  contract  at  date  of  our  last  re- 
port, but  was  not  finished  and  furnished  until  the  last  annual 
Commencement.  It  is  in  general  appearance,  the  counter- 
part of  "Manly  Hall."  The  first  floor  is  mainly  devoted  to 
the  "Geological  Museum,"  which,  in  its  furniture  and  ar- 
rangement, as  well  as  in  the  character  and  variety  of  its 
specimens,  is  not  excelled  by  any  similar  collection  in  the 
Southern  country.  It  was  fitted  up  and  arranged  under  the 
direction  of  the  Professor  of  Geology  (also  State  Geologist) 
to  whose  great  industry,  knowledge  of  ethe  subject  and  skill 
in  arrangement,  much  credit  is  due.  The  nature  and  im- 
portance of  this  collection  will  make  a  more  minute  state- 
ment of  interest  and  value. 


GEOLOGICAL  MUSEUM. 

The  ground  floor  front  of  Garland  Hall,  consisting  of  two 
communicating  rooms,  100  feet  by  20,  and  25  by  20,  has  been 
set  apart  for  the  reception  and  display  of  the  geological  and 
natural  history  collections.  This  room  is  furnished  with 
wall  and  center  cases  of  yellow  pine  with  walnut  trimmings. 
The  cases  are  provided  with  the  Jenks'  museum  locks  and 
adjustable  shelf  brackets,  and  have  been  constructed  with 
every  precaution  to  exclude  dust.  The  wall  cases,  about 
80  running  feet,  hold  : 

1st.  A  collection  of  the  fish  of  Mobile  bay,  got  together 
by  Dr.  Charles  Mohr  of  Mobile.  The  specimens  are  pre- 
served in  alcohol  in  suitable  jars. 

2d.  A  collection  of  recent  marine  shells  obtained  from 
the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  from  various  other  sources. 

3d.  A  general  geological  collection  of  some  6,000  speci- 
mens, arranged  according  to  the  geological  reformations. 
The  basis  of  this  collection  is  made  by  the  specimens 
brought  together  by  the  State  geological  survey  under  Prof. 
Tuomey  and  Dr.  Smith,  but  many  additions  have  been  made 
to  it  by  purchase  and  exchange,  and  besides  being  particu- 
larly full  as  regards  Alabama  geology,  it  is  fairly  representa- 
tive of  the  geology  of  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  as 
well  as  of  Europe.  The  collections  of  the  State  geological 
survey  are  added  from  year  to  year. 

4th.  A  collection  of  the  native  woods  of  Alabama,  about 
125  species,  each  specimen  in  book-form,  with  botanical 
name  stamped  in  gilt  upon  red  leather  labels.  This  collec- 
tion was  made  by  Dr.  Charles  Mohr,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  State  geological  survey. 

Occupying  the  center  of  the  rooms  are  several  show  cases 
containing  various  collections,  as  follows  : 

1st.  A  general  collection  of  minerals,  about  1,500  speci- 
mens, arranged  according  to  the  system  of  Dana,  displayed 
in  three  slope-top  show  cases  on  handsome  tables,  all  con- 
structed after  the  models  of  the  United  States  National 
Museum.  These  mineral  specimens,  as  well  as  the  various 
geological  specimens,  are  mounted  in  strong  cloth-lined 
card-board  trays,  with  bevelled  front,  also  constructed  after 
the   patterns   of   the  United  States  Museum.     These   trays 


were  made  in  Mobile,  are  of  equal  excellence  as  the  speci- 
mens from  the  Smithsonian,  and  cost  much  less  than  the 
Smithsonian  authorities  paid  for  their  trays,  or  than  they 
could  be  reproduced  for  at  the  North. 

2d.  An  octagonal  case,  in  center  of  the  corner  room, 
holds  a  collection  of  the  iron  ores,  coals,  clays,  marbles,  and 
building  stones,  gold  ores,  manganese  ores,  and  other  min- 
eral products  of  the  State. 

3d.  Three  upright  show  cases,  containing  a  full  and 
typical  collection  of  the  Alabama  tertiary  shells,  about  700 
specimens.  This  collection  is  probably  the  most  complete 
of  its  kind  in  existence,  and  embraces  many  new  forms  not 
to  be  found  in  any  other  museum. 

4th.  A  collection  of  Indian  relics  from  various  parts  of 
the  State,  including  many  handsomely  decorated  vases,  en- 
graved or  etched  stone  discs,  etc.,  obtained  from  the  well 
known  locality  at  Carthage,  in  Alabama,  and  presented  to 
the  University  by  E.  N.  C.  Snow  and  Prof.  Eugene  A.  Smith. 
Besides  these  articles,  there  are  also  many  specimens  of 
pottery,  stone  axes,  celts,  spear  points,  beads,  etc.,  presented 
by  friends  of  the  University.  A  large  steatite  bowl, 
dredged  from  the  Tombigbee  river  by  Maj.  Abbott,  and 
presented  by  him,  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  It  has  been 
copied  in  plaster  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

5th.  A  collection  of  the  beautiful  fossil  fish  from  Wyom- 
ing, and  of  the  fossil  bird  tracks  from  the  Connecticut  Val- 
ley.    These  are  in  a  case  with  drawers. 

6th.  A  collection  of  the  fresh  water  mollusks  of  Alabama, 
made  principally  by  Dr.  Eugene  A.  Smith  and  named  by 
Dr.  Lewis  of  New  York.  This  collection  is  supplemented 
by  a  number  of  specimens  presented  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Aldrich 
of  Blocton,  to  whom  the  University  is  also  indebted  for  a 
fine  collection  of  the  tertiary  shells  from  Caloosahatchie 
river  in  Florida. 

In  the  second  room  there  are  two  drawer  cases,  with 
sloping-top  show  cases,  containing  duplicates  of  the  ter- 
tiary shells  and  of  the  Alabama  coal  plants. 

Adjoining  the  museum  rooms  is  a  large  room  for  the  geo- 
logical lecture  and  recitation  room,  furnished  with  wall 
cases  on  three  sides.  These  cases  hold  the  collections  used 
for  teaching  and  practice  ;  in  all  about  2,000  specimens. 
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Still  another  room,  adjoining  the  recitation  room,  is  used 
as  a  preliminary  store-room  for  the  collection's  made  from 
year  to  year  by  the  geological  survey ;  and  is  now  filled 
with  specimens  which  more  than  outnumber  those  dis- 
played in  the  cabinets  above  described.  As  yet  most  of  this 
material  is  unclassified,  and  from  want  of  space  remains  in 
the  boxes  in  which  it  was  originally  sent. 

In  addition  to  the  geological  and  other  collections  above 
described,  the  cabinet  possesses  a  very  complete  herbarium, 
containing  dried  specimens  of  nearly  all  the  phenogamous 
plants  and  mosses  growing  without  cultivation  in  Ala- 
bama. These  plants  were  collected  by  Dr.  Charles  Mohr 
and  Dr.  Eugene  A.  Smith  during  many  years  of  field  work. 
The  two  collections  were  united  and  have  been  carefully 
worked  over,  properly  poisoned,  and  mounted  by  Dr.  Mohr, 
and  the  combined  collections  forms  by  far  the  most  com- 
plete herbarium  of  Alabama  plants  in  existence.  A  prelim- 
inary list  of  the  plants  in  this  collection  was  published 
some  years  ago,  but  since  that  time  the  number  of  speci- 
mens has  teen  nearly  doubled.  A  new  list  is  in  course  of 
preparation  and  will  be  published  as  soon  as  finished.  A 
valuable  collection,  consisting  of  dried  mosses,  liverworts, 
fungi  and  lichens,  was  presented  some  years  ago  to  the  Uni- 
versity cabinet  by  Judge  T.  M.  Peters  of  Moulton,  Alabama, 
and  supplements  the  herbarium  above  mentioned,  since  it 
contains  most  of  the  classes  of  plants  not  included  in  the 
other. 

The  collection  has  also  been  recently  enriched  by  a  dona- 
tion from  Dr.  E.  E.  Showalter  of  Point  Clear,  Alabama. 
This  donatien  contains  duplicates  of  Dr.  Showalter's  fine 
and  well  known  collection  of  tertiary  shells. 

A  handsome  collection  of  Arizona  copper  ores,  including 
malachites,  cuprites  and  azurites  was  presented  to  the  cab- 
inet last  year  by  Mr.  J.  L.  White. 

In  the  upper  story  of  "Garland  Hall"  rooms  have  been 
set  apart  and  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  trustees,  which 
are  occupied  by  them  on  their  visits  to  the  University. 
They  are  found  to  be  a  great  convenience  and  conducive  to 
economy  of  time  and  to  more  satisfactory  work  of  the 
trustees,  besides  giving  them  a  better  opportunity  to  ob- 
serve the  inner  working  of  the  University. 
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The  other  rooms  on  the  third  floor  and  all  the  rooms  on 
the  second  floor  are.  used  as  society  rooms  and  dormitories 
for  the  senior  classes. 

"alya  woods  hall." 

This  large  building,  for  many  years  the  chief  resource  of 
the  University,  has  been  repaired  and  brightened  up,  and 
the  old  broken  pavement  fronting  the  same  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  new  and  excellent  pavement  made  of  artificial 
stone. 

WATER    WORKS. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  improvements  is  the  water- 
works, which  are  now  in  successful  operation.  Water  is 
conveyed  from  one  of  the  large  University  springs  to  tanks 
in  the  tops  of  all  the  buildings  comprising  the  quadrangle, 
and  thence  by  pipes  to  every  floor  or  stoop  of  these  build- 
ings, with  hose  attachments,  so  that  in  case  of  fire  or  other 
needs,  water  can  be  speedily  conveyed  into  all  the  rooms  of 
all  these  valuable  buildings.  Fire  plugs  are  also  placed  at 
convenient  localities  for  use  on  the  exterior  of  the  buildings. 
Besides  the  great  convenience  of  this  water  supply  to  stu- 
dents it  is  a  promoter  of  health,  and  has  already  proven  of 
financial  benefit  in  the  reduction  of  rates  of  insurance 
charged  on  the  buildings  protected  by  it. 

SANITATION  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  subject  of  thorough 
drainage  and  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  that 
direction.  Under  the  advice  of  one  of  the  most  renowned 
sanitary  engineers  in  the  country,  Dr.  Waring,  we  are  now 
pushing  to  completion  a  system,  which  when  finished  will 
leave  nothing  to  be  desired  in  this  direction.  It  embraces 
a  thorough  drainage  of  the  grounds,  an  improved  system  of 
water-closets,  bath  rooms,  etc.,  and  ample  sewer  pipes  con- 
veying all  garbage  from  the  kitchen  and  impurities  from  the 
urinals  and  closets,  to  the  river,  nearly  half  a  mile  distant 
from  the  University. 
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IEON   FENCE. 

The  dilapidated  wooden  fence  in  front  of  the  campus  has 
been  replaced  by  a  substantial  and  handsome  iron  fence, 
which  has  been  the  admiration  of  all  beholders.  When  its 
durability  is  considered  it  will  be  found  cheaper  than  a 
wooden  fence,  while  in  beauty  and  effect  it  surpasses  any 
wooden  fence  that  could  be  erected. 

THE   LAUNDRY. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  University  for  years 
was  a  laundry  in  which  the  washing  for  the  students  could 
be  satisfactorily  done,  and  the  loss  of  time  and  annoyance 
attending  the  old  system  be  avoided. 

The  erection  of  the  water-works  gave  the  opportunity  and, 
at  a  moderate  cost,  a  fully  equipped  laundry  with  a  capacity 
for  washing  for  live  hundred  persons,  has  been  erected  and 
is  now  in  successful  operation.  It  has  more  than  realized 
the  expectations  of  the  Trustees,  and  its  expenses  are  easily 
met  by  the  receipts  for  washing  dues  paid  by  the  cadets. 

Near  the  Laundry  is  a  new  bath  house,  erected  during  the 
last  year,  with  a  large  swimming  pool,  retiring  rooms  and 
other  conveniences. 

THE   ELECTRIC   PLANT. 

By  reason  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings  and 
the  growth  of  the  University,  requiring  additional  lights, 
the  Trustees  were  confronted  with  the  question  of  procuring 
a  sufficient  supply.  The  "Hospital  for  the  Insane,"  which 
had  heretofore  supplied  the  University,  could  not  afford  the 
quantity  of  gas  needed,  except  by  enlarging  its  own  works, 
and  as,  for  many  reasons,  the  "Incandescent  Electric  Light" 
was  deemed  most  advantageous,  the  Trustees,  at  their  last 
annual  meeting,  directed  the  Building  Committee  to  con- 
tract for  a  plant  of  the  Edson  Electric  Light,  which  was  put 
in  during  the  summer  and  is  now  in  use. 

FIRE   PROOF   VAULT. 

The  accumulation  of  valuable  papers  by  the  University 
made  it  necessary  to  provide  for   the  Records,  Land  and 
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other  valuable  papers,  a  fire-proof  vault,    where  they  could 
be  kept  in  absolute  safety. 

The  Building  Committee  were  accordingly  instructed  to 
build  such  a  vault  at  such  place  as  they  deemed  most  suit- 
able. A  small  house  near  Manly  Hall,  formerly  used  as  a 
sentry  box  and  one  of  the  few  buildings  saved  from  destruc- 
tion in  the  "Croxton  raid,"  was  selected  and  fitted  up  for  the 
purpose  according  to  the  most  approved  plan,  and  is  now 
in  use. 

professors'  dwellings. 

As  several  of  the  Professors  were  living  some  distance 
from  the  University,  and  it  was  deemed  desirable  that  they 
should  be  brought  as  close  to  the  grounds  as  practicable, 
the  Trustees  determined  to  build  two  new  dwellings  of 
wood,  and  to  remove  and  remodel  the  brick  dwelling,  whose 
close  proximity  to  Garland  Hall  made  it  undesirable  as  a 
residence.  This  has  been  done.  Two  handsome  and  com- 
modious dwelling  houses  have  been  erected  and  the  brick 
house  has  been  taken  down,  the  material  removed,  and  re- 
built in  modern  style,  and  it  is  now  occupied  by  one  of  the 
Professors. 

THE   CHEMICAL   LABORATORY. 

The  "School  of  Chemistry,"  by  reason  of  the  limited 
means  at  command  of  the  Trustees,  has  hitherto  for  the 
most  part  been  consigned  to  rooms  fitted  up  in  the  base- 
ment or  cellar  of  "Alva  Woods  Hall."  As  one  of  the  most 
important  schools  of  our  scientific  course,  devoted  to  a 
science  rapidly  expanding  and  adding  almost  daily  new  dis- 
coveries and  bestowing  new  benefits  upon  mankind,  it  de- 
served a  better  habitation  and  better  appliances,  and,  there- 
fore, as  soon  as  the  Trustees  had  the  necessary  funds  they 
determined  to  build  and  fit  up  a  Laboratory  of  ample  pro- 
portions, arranged  after  the  best  approved  methods,  and  to 
supply  it  with  the  newest  and  best  apparatus  to  be  found 
in  this  country  or  in  Europe.  This  has  been  done.  A  large 
and  handsome-  structure  has  been  erected  and  thoroughly 
fitted  up  and  is  being  supplied  with  new  and  varied  appa- 
ratus, and  classes  are  now  at  work  in   their  new   quarters. 
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We  give  below  a  statement  more  in  detail,  showing  the  di- 
mensions and  uses  of  the  several  apartments. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  separate  building,  consist- 
ing of  a  two  story  part,  40  by  70  feet,  and  a  one  story  exten- 
sion back,  of  30  by  70  feet.  At  the  front  door  there  is  an 
open  vestibule,  8  by  18  feet,  leading  into  a  hall  13  feet 
wide,  extending  through  the  building.  To  the  right  a  wide 
staircase  leads  to  the  lecture  room  in  the  upper  story.  At 
the  head  of  the  stairway  is  a  hall,  13  by  15  feet,  with  hooks 
against  the  walls  for  hats,  cloaks,  etc.  The  lecture  room  is 
a  large  room,  37  feet  square,  with  raised  platforms  for  the 
seats.  Against  the  walls  on  three  sides,  and  occupying  the 
spaces  between  the  windows,  are  handsome  glass  cases  for 
the  reception  and  display  of  apparatus  and  of  the  collections 
illustrating  technical  chemistry.  At  the  end  of  this  room, 
nearest  the  entrance,  is  the  lecture  tables,  16  feet  long,  fur- 
nished with  gas  and  water  pipes,  jet  pumps  for  vacuum 
aud  blast,  and  troughs  for  water  and  mercury.  The  water 
trough  is  lead  lined  and  has  a  shelf  extending  nearly  the 
whole  length  of  the  table,  thus  allowing  the  jars  containing 
the  gases,  used  in  the  experiments,  to  be  brought  directly 
in  front  of  the  lecturer,  instead  of  on  one  side,  as  is  usually 
the  case.  At  the  other  end  is  a  smaller  trough,  fitted  up  for 
experiments  with  mercury. 

Both  the  water  and  mercury  troughs  extend  forward  from 
the  front  of  the  lecture  table,  forming  bay-window-like  pro- 
jections, with  plate-glass  sides  and  fronts,  which  permit  all 
that  goes  on  to  be  plainly  seen  by  the  class. 

Besides  a  porcelain  wash-bowl,  with  faucet  at  each  end, 
the  table  is  provided  with  a  waste-pipe,  near  the  centre,  to 
carry  off  the  water  used  in  cooling  condensers,  etc.  A 
pipe  for  downward  draft  leads  from  near  the  centre  of  the 
table  to  a  chimney-flue  back  of  the  table,  in  which  a  good 
draught  is  secured  by  means  of  a  gas-jet  fixed  in  the  flue. 
Over  the  lecture  table  is  a  large  hood,  of  handsome  design, 
which  serves  to  ventilate,  thoroughly,  the  lecture  table  space 
and  to  carry  off  acid  and  corrosive  fumes.  From  this  hood 
a  glazed  case,  with  flue  counterpoised,  so  as  to  move  easily 
in  either  direction,  may  be  drawn  down  upon  the  lecture 
table  and  used  for  all  experiments  in  which  poisonous  or 
otherwise   specially  disagreeable  gases  are  given  off.     This 
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case,  when  upon  the  table,  stands  over  the  downward 
draught  pipe,  and  this,  together  with  the  upward-leading 
flue,  prevents  the  escape  of  any  of  the  fumes  into  the  lecture 
room.  When  not  in  use  the  case  is  pushed  up  into  the  ceil- 
ing of  the  large  hood,  and,  being  open  at  the  base,  forms  a 
funnel-like  extract  flue  for  the  ventilation  of  the  table  space. 
Against  the  wall,  back  of  the  lecture  table,  are  two  sliding 
black  boards,  each  four  by  eight  feet,  giving  an  area  of  64 
square  feet  for  figures,  diagrams,  &c.  On  each  side  of  this 
black  board  is  a  case  of  shelves  for  re-agents,  finished  up  in 
the  same  style  as  the  glazed  cases,  but  lacking  the  doors. 
Two  other  large  black  boards,  against  the  walls,  are  used  by 
students  in  recitation.  All  the  cases,  the  lecture  table,  and 
other  furniture  of  this  room,  are  of  yellow  pine,  finished  in 
hard  oil,  and  of  the  very  best  workmanship.  As  before  said, 
the  entrance  door  is  near  one  end  of  the  lecture  table ;  at 
the  other  end  of  the  table  a  door  leads  back  into  the  pro- 
fessor's laboratory,  25  by  26  feet,  furnished  as  a  working- 
room  for  preparing  experiments,  as  well  as  for  analytical 
works.  One  glazed  hood,  closed  all  around,  and  two  open 
glazed  hoods  over  work  tables,  provides  for  the  removal  of 
the  acid  fumes  given  off  in  analysis.  A  large  table  with 
gas  cocks,  near  the  middle  of  the  room,  is  for  the  setting  up 
of  the  apparatus  in  preparation  for  the  experiments.  A 
glass  case  against  one  wall  serves  to  receive  and  preserve 
apparatus,  and  another  case,  with  30  drawers  below  and  a 
glazed  cupboard  above,  provides  for  the  storing  away  and 
proper  keeping  of  small  pieces  of  apparatus,  such  as  filter 
papers,  platinum  ware,  rubber  tubing,  etc.  The  room  is 
also  furnished  with  a  cupboard  for  holding  glass  rods  and 
tubing,  a  large  lead-lined  sink,  with  drain  shelf,  for  the 
cleansing  of  batteries  and  other  apparatus,  and  with  porce- 
lain wash-bowl  with  two  faucets,  one  for  the  usual  water 
supply ;  the  other,  with  small  hose  nipple,  for  attaching  to 
a  jet-pump  in  filtering.  This  bowl,  for  convenience,  is  at 
the  end  of  one  of  the  hand  tables  above  spoken  of.  In  one 
corner  of  the  room  a  smaller  room  has  been  partitioned  off 
to  serve  as  a  dark  room  for  photographic  and.  spectroscopic 
work.  This  is  about  19  by  12  feet  in  size,  and  has,  on  each 
side,  a  small  window  with  solid  and  glazed  sash,  by  which 
the   light  may  be  entirely    excluded  or  regulated  according 
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to  pleasure.  The  walls  of  the  room  are  provided  with 
shelves,  and  it  thus  becomes  also  a  store-room  for  re-agents 
and  apparatus— having  gas  and  water  and  wash-table — it 
may  also  be  used  as  a  wash-room.  The  ceiling  of  the  dark 
room  is  only  about  8  feet  high,  and  the  space  above,  up  to 
the  ceiling  of  the  main  room,  is  inclosed  with  glazed  sash, 
thus  forming  a  large  glass  case,  10  by  12  feet  and  6  feet 
high,  in  which  shelves  have  been  built  for  the  reception  of 
apparatus  and  stores  of  various  kinds.  This  case  is  reached 
by  a  step-ladder,  and  communicates  also  by  step-ladder 
with  the  roof-space  above. 

The  lecture  room  communicates  also,  towards  the  front  of 
the  building,  with  a  room,  8  by  18  feet,  over  the  vestibule. 
This  small  room  is  used  as  a  library  and  as  a  balance  room 
for  the  professor,  and  as  an  office.  Opposite  to  this  another 
door  leads  from  the  lecture  room  through  a  small  cloak 
room  to  the  roof  space  of  the  one-story  wing,  in  which 
rough  shelves  have  been  put  up  for  holding  the  stores  of 
glass  ware. 

Below  stairs,  as  above  said,  a  hall  leads  through  the  main 
building.  On  the  right  are,  first,  the  stairway,  and,  beyond 
it,  a  door  leading  into  the  assistant's  room.  This  room  is 
25  by  26  feet  in  dimensions,  with  glass  case  against  one 
wall,  with  a  closed  hood  and  an  open  one  at  one  end,  a  lec- 
ture table  and  blackboards  for  demonstration  and  recitation. 
The  table  is  provided  with  gas  and  water  and  pneumatic 
trough,  and  the  room  has  also  an  additional  sink  at  the 
front  end.  Communicating  with  this  room  is  a  small  room, 
6  by  12  feet,  under  the  first  landing  of  the  stairs,  lined  with 
shelves  and  serving  as  a  store-room  for  apparatus  issued  to 
the  students,  the  articles  being  given  out  through  a  small 
window  opening  into  the  stairway  hall.  On  the  left  of  the 
main  hall  the  first  door  opens  to  a  room  18  by  25  feet,  fitted 
up  as  a  washing  laboratory  for  the  use  of  the  State  geologi- 
cal survey.  Against  the  walls  are  cases  for  re-agents  and 
apparatus,  and  a  closed  and  open  glazed  hood  communica- 
ting with  flues.  In  the  centre  of  the  room  is  a  wash  table, 
with  gas  and  water  and  re-agent  shelves.  Beyond  this  first 
room  the  space,  18  by  25  feet,  is  cut  by  a  partition  into  two 
rooms  of  unequal  size;  that  nearest  the  hall,  14  by  18  feet, 
being  intended   for  an  assay  room  and  provided  with  fur- 
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naces,  wash  tables,  cases  for  re-agents,  sink,  a  small  Blake 
crusher,  and  a  mulling  table.  The  large  chimney-stack, 
which  is  available  both  from  this  room  and  from  the  main 
students  laboratory  beyond,  provides  for  ample  draught. 

Next  to  the  assay  room  is  the  smaller  room  above  noted, 
11  by  10  feet,  communicating  both  with  the  assay  room  and 
with  the  geological  survey  laboratory.  This  is  intended  as 
a  balance  room  for  the  survey  and  assay  laboratories,  and 
for  gas  analysis,  since  it  has  a  northwestern  exposure. 
Against  one  wall,  and  in  one  corner  of  the  room,  are  open 
glazed  hoods  over  work  tables,  where  ignition  and  combus- 
tion experiments  are  intended  to  be  conducted. 

Back  of  the  two  story  front  part  of  the  building,  is  the 
one  story  part,  a  single  room,  30  by  70  feet,  with  a  small 
room  about  10  feet  square,  cut  off  from  one  of  the  corners 
nearest  the  two  story  part  of  the  building,  and  used  as  a 
balance  room  for  the  students.  This  room  does  not  com- 
municate directly  with  the  laboratory,  but  opens  into  a  hall 
which  is  cut  off  from  the  laboratory  by  double  swinging 
doors  with  spring  hinges,  thus  excluding,  as  much  as  possi- 
ble, the  acid  fumes  from  the  laboratory.  In  the  recess  left 
at  the  end  of  the  laboratory  by  the  partitioning  off  of  the 
small  weighing  room  thus  described,  stands  the  boiler,  a 
small  upright  two  horse  boiler,  which  provides  steam  for 
heating  and  drying  purposes,  and  for  furnishing  distilled 
water.  From  the  boiler  one  branch  of  the  steam  pipe  com- 
municates with  a  copper  steam  bath,  resting  on  a  table 
under  a  glazed  hood.  By  another  branch  the  steam  passes 
through  a  coil  in  a  tin-lined  copper  still  connected  with  a 
condenser,  the  water  in  the  still  being  heated  by  the  steam 
coil,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  taking  the  steam  for 
the  distilled  water  direct  from  the  boiler.  From  the  still 
the  steam  pipe  connects  with  a  cast  iron  box  on  the  floor  of 
a  closet  with  shelves,  used  as  a  drying  chamber  for  filters, 
etc.  The  surplus  steam  passes  thence  into  the  flue.  Near 
the  drying  chamber  is  a  sink. 

The  work  tables  for  the  students,  ten  in  number,  and  each 
accommodating  four  students  (two  on  each  side),  are  ar- 
ranged in  two  rows.  The  tables  stand  thus  opposite  the 
spaces  between  the  windows,  with  plenty  of  space  all  around- 
The  tables  are   4  by  6  feet  in   size,  and  have  a  half   round 
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porcelain  bowl  at  each  end.  Over  each  of  these  bowls  are 
three  water  cocks,  the  centre  one  being  a  brass  compression 
bibb  for  the  main  water  supply  ;  and  on  each  side  of  this  a 
small  cock,  with  hose  nipple,  for  supplying  water  to  the 
condensers  in  distillations  and  for  attaching  jet  pumps  for 
rapid  filtration,  and  for  aspirators.  Each  student  has  thus 
a  jet  pump  at  his  disposal. 

The  shelves  for  re-agents  occupy  the  centre  of  the  table 
and  in  the  shelves  are  cut  square  holes,  extending  through, 
and  intended  to  hold  supports  of  various  kinds.  This  does 
away  with  supports,  retort  stands,  filter  stands,  etc.,  upon 
the  table  and  leaves  much  more  free  space.  Gas  is  supplied 
to  each  student  by  two  gas  cocks,  and  the  space  below  the 
table  top  is  constructed  with  drawers  and  cupboards,  giving 
to  each  student  three  drawers  and  one  closet,  so  arranged 
as  to  be  secured  by  a  single  lock,  which  is  the  best  quality 
of  Yale  rim  lock.  In  this  way  each  student  has  it  in  his 
power  to  secure,  under  lock  and  key,  all  his  apparatus. 
Against  the  wall,  and  occupying  the  spaces  between  the 
windows  opposite  the  ends  of  the  students'  tables,  are 
glazed  draught  closets,  fitted  with  gas,  and  communicating 
with  flues,  thus  providing  each  set  of  four  students  with  a 
separate  draught  closet,  in  which  to  conduct  experiments, 
where  disagreeable  and  corrosive  fumes  are  given  off.  At 
the  upper  end  of  the  room,  on  each  side,  in  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  windows,  nearest  the  weighing  room  and  boiler, 
are  two  draught  closets  of  somewhat  larger  size,  provided 
with  gas,  water  and  waste,  under  which  distillations  and 
similar  experiments,  requiring  water  as  well  as  gas,  are  con- 
ducted. Against  the  partition  wall,  between  the  Laboratory 
and  the  balance  room,  is  a  blackboard  used  for  calculations 
and  for  demonstrations.  This  is  found  to  be  a  great  con- 
venience. 

At  the  opposite  end  of  the  long  room,  in  the  corners 
against  the  wall,  are  the  shelves  for  general  re-agents,  and 
in  the  centre,  between  the  two  end  windows,  are  two  sinks, 
one  on  each  side  of  a  table,  with  a  glazed  hood  over  it,  on 
which  combustion  experiments,  distillations,  and  evapora- 
tions are  conducted.  Over  each  sink  there  are  the  usual 
two  faucets,  one  for  main  water  supply,  the  other  with  hose 
nipple  to  supply  water  for  rapid  filtration  and  distillation. 
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At  this  end  of  the  room  stands  also  the  blocks  with  mortars 
for  pulverizing  and  grinding  the  materials  used.  In  front 
of  the  windows,  there  will  be  built  ten  additional  tables  for 
students. 

All  the  furniture  in  this,  as  in  other  rooms,  is  of  yellow 
pine,  finished  in  hard  oil.  The  tables  are  built  after  the 
pattern  of  the  tables  in  the  Laboratory  of  Prof.  Hoffman  in 
Berlin,  and  cannot  be  excelled,  either  in  beauty  or  in  the 
conveniences  which  they  afford  to  the  student. 

In  the  construction  of  this  part  of  the  building,  objec- 
tions were  made  to  carrying  the  flues  between  the  windows, 
above  the  roof,  and  this  led  to  the  adoption  of  a  new  style 
of  ventilation.  The  flues  from  the  draught  closets  commu- 
nicate directly  with  the  open  roof  space  above,  and  in  addi- 
tion, holes  for  ventilation  are  cut  through  the  ceiling,  at 
intervals  of  ten  feet,  the  whole  length  of  the  room.  The 
fumes,  therefore,  from  the  draught  closets  and  from  the 
Laboratory  in  general,  are  thus  conveyed  to  the  roof  space, 
out  of  which  they  pass,  by  means  of  slatted  dormer  and  end 
windows,  into  the  open  air. 

Thus  far  the  ventilation  and  draught,  in  this  way  pro- 
vided, appear  to  be  all  that  one  can  desire,  but  in  case  this 
arrangement  should  later  prove  inadequate,  it  can  easily  be 
remedied  by  enlarging  the  outlets. 

The  main  chimney  stack  has  one  large  central  flue,  2  by  3 
feet  inside,  and  four  smaller  flues,  each  9  inches  square. 
As  yet  these  smaller  flues  are  ample  to  carry  away  all  the 
smoke  from  the  boiler  and  various  furnaces,  leaving  the 
large  flue  available  for  special  draught  purposes,  and  it  will 
be  easy  to  connect  this  flue  with  any  part  of  the  Laboratory 
when  a  specially  strong  and  efficient  draught  may  be  re- 
quired. 

Underneath  the  floor  of  the  building,  the  gas  and  water 
and  water  pipes  and  drains  are  carried  so  as  to  be  conveni- 
ent of  access  at  all  times. 

The  water  supply  is  from  tanks  in  another  building,  giv- 
ing about  60  feet  head. 

The  gas  is  coal  gas  of  good  quality.

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LIBRARIES. 

The  room  set  apart  in  "Clark  Hall"  for  the  General  Li- 
brary became  insufficient,  as  the  space  was  arranged,  to 
classify  properly  the  books  which  were  added  by  gift  and 
purchase,  and,  to  gain  shelving  room,  alcoves  with  gallery 
above,  modeled  after  the  arrangement  of  the  Law  Library 
in  the  Capitol  building  at  Montgomery,  were  put  in.  This 
improvement,  besides  affording  much  more  space  and  a  bet- 
ter and  more  orderly  arrangement  of  the  books,  is  highly 
ornamental  and  greatly  improves  the  appearance  of  the 
room.  It  is  probable  that  before  a  great  while  the  accom- 
modations for  the  library  will  need  to  be  still  further  in- 
creased, and  that  the  corresponding  room  across  the  hall, 
now  used  as  a  winter  chapel,  will  have  to  be  surrendered 
for  that  purpose. 

The  University  Library  now  contains  over  nine  thousand 
volumes.  The  additions,  by  gift  and  purchase  made  within 
the  last  two  years,  were  nearly  three  thousand  volumes, 
some  of  them  very  valuable.  Among  the  valuable  books 
presented  to  the  library  may  be  mentioned  : 

Porcupine's  Works,  12  volumes,  a  very  rare  and  valuable 
publication  ;  presented  by  Chancellor  Jno.  A.  Foster. 

The  History  of  Celtic  Scotland,  3  volumes  ;  presented  by 
Col.  T.  C.  McCorvey. 

The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  120  volumes  ;  presented  by 
Joel  White,  Esq.,  of  Montgomery,  and  120  rare  and  valuable 
volumes  presented  by  Hon.  Walker  Fearn,  U.  S.  Minister  to 
Greece  and  Eoumania. 

LAW  LIBRARY. 

From  a  small  nucleus  on  hand  two  years  ago,  the  law 
library  has  grown  to  quite  respectable  dimensions,  and  has 
been  honored  with  a  place  in  the  law  lecture  room,  readily 
accessible  to  the  students  in  that  department  of  professional 
education.  The  highly  appreciated  donation  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Alabama  of  several  hundred  volumes  of  ele- 
mentary works  and  State  Reports,  has  helped  materially  to 
increase  the  number  of  books  and  the  value  of  the  library ; 
and  when  to  these  were  added  the  gift  of  Mr.  Joel  White  of 
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fifty-four  volumes,  and  of  Chief  Justice  G.  W.  Stone  of 
fift\-one  volumes,  and  the  expenditure  of  $500.00  dollars  by 
the  trustees  for  needed  law  publications,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  law  library  is  now  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  law  depart- 
ment of  the  University.  It  is  kept,  open  during  the  entire 
day  for  the  use  of  the  law  students. 

WORK  IN  PROGRESS. 

Besides  the  Incandescent  Electric  plant  ordered  by  the 
trustees  at  their  meeting  in  June  last,  now  completed  and 
in  successful  operation,  they  directed  the  Building  Commit- 
tee to  put  in  a  system  of  sanitary  closets  in  a  suitable  room 
in  Alva  Woods  Hall;  to  place  urinals  in  convenient  localities 
on  the  several  stoops  for  the  use  of  students;  put  in  bathing 
tubs,  arranged  for  hot  and  cold  water,  for  the  use  of  pro- 
fessors and  students;  extend  the  sewerage  to  the  Warrior 
river;  erect  and  furnish  a  "physical  laboratory,"  with  an 
"annex"  for  a  gymnasium;  and  build  two  additional  dwell- 
ings on  a  plan  similar  to  those  built  last  year.  All  this 
work  is  under  contract  and  making  satisfactory  progress. 

The  funds  for  the  extended  building  operations,  outlined 
above,  were  all  derived  from  "land  fund  account,"  which,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  detailed  statement,  had  ample  means  to 
its  credit.

UNIVERSITY  LAND  DEPARTMENT. 

The  operations  in  this  department  since  the  last  report 
of  the  trustees,  may  be  briefly  summarized. 

The  sales  of  lands  during  the  year  ending  June  18,  1887, 
amounted  to  4,586  26-100  acres,  from  which  was  realized  in

The  total  sales  to  date  have  been  11,285  28-100  acres, 
equal  to  about  one-fourth  of  the  grant.  The  trustees  have 
restricted  sales  by  the  Land  Committee  to  one-third  the 
quantity  of  the  original  grant. 

At  date  of  the  last  report  of  the  trustees  to  the  General 
Assembly  a  few  hundred  acres  of  the  grant  were  still  unlo- 
cated  and  a  larger  quantity  of  the  selections  had  not  been 
officially  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Land  Commissioner.  The 
lands  have  since  all  been  located  and  we  anticipate  an  early 
acceptance  by  the  Commissioner  of  such  selections  as  have 
not  yet  been  formally  approved  by  him.

Some  slight  difference  will  be  noticed  between  the  com- 
mittee's accounts  and  the  treasurer's  exhibit  of  the  land  and 
building  funds,  but  this  arises  from  the  fact  that  all  ac- 
counts are  made  up  to  the  same  date,  and  some  checks 
drawn  by  the  committee  and  debited  in  their  statements  are 
not  presented  to  the  treasurer  until  after  his  statement  for 
the  year  is  closed,  so  that  in  reality  there  is  no  discrepancy 
in  the  separate  accounts. 

We  respectfully  submit  the  foregoing  review  of  the  work 
and  progress  of  the  University  during  the  last  two  years. 
We  might  have  profitably  elaborated  on  some  of  the  topics 
presented,  but  the  length  to  which  this  report  must  of  ne- 
cessity grow,  and  the  time  at  our  command,  prevents  the 
attempt. 

The  friends  of  the  University,  and  all  advocates  of  high 
education  in  the  State,  will  rejoice  in  the  evidence  herein 
given  of  the  rapid  but  substantial  growth  of  this  venerable 
institution  of  learning,  which,  commencing  its  life  almost 
with  the  birth  of  the  State,  and  after  passing  literally  through 
the  fire,  and  encountering  many  dangers  and  disasters,  is  at 
last  on  the  high  road  to  great  prosperity  and  usefulness.
